In the United States of America human 
life is cheap. For one murder in Britain 
there are a hundred and fifty in the great 
Republic. The rate of deaths due to 
motoring accidents in America is more 
than twice as high as that in Britain. 
Almost every family in the United States 
possesses a motor car, and automobile 
accidents now account for more deaths 
than any disease save influenza. In the 
first decade of the twentieth century the 
death-rate from such accidents was one 
per 100,000; it is now more than twelve, 
and is rising steadily. Thus the Americans 
are paying dearly for their craze for 
speed, and the American cities are vieing 
in their endeavours to cope with what 
amounts to a fatal vice. One suggestion 
being considered is that motor cars capable}. 
of being driven faster than twenty-five 
miles an hour should not be allowed to 
leave the factories unless they are 
specifically intended for use by doctors or 
others having a reasonable excuse for being 
privileged to drive at high speeds.

The situation of the Government in 
France is most precarious; for the 
French people will endure anything but 
taxation, and it is evident that M. Herriot 
is inclined to force this distasteful nostrum 
upon it. In diplomatic circles to-day it 
was thought that M. Herriot will per- 
severe with his plans, and, if they are 
rejected, he will appeal to the country, 
hoping to return to power with a great 
majority. I seem to remember that other 
French statesmen have pursued a similar 
line of policy, but on going to the country 
failed to return. France is now beginning 
to pay heavily for her lack of thrift since 
the war years, with constant borrowing by 
her Governments in order to balance the 
Budgets. As a last resort a capital levy 
is proposed to enable France to deal with 
her overwhelming floating debt, and 
possibly, there may be a further one later 
on to settle the debts which France owes 
outside her borders; but M. Herriot has 
to get his safe majority first. 


German Armaments. 


News comes from Paris to-day that a 
report made by General Bourgeois to the 
Senate Army Commission, of which he is 
president, shows that Germany for the 
past five years has been steadily per- 
severing in the formation of a great new 
army. The general says that the stocks 
of war material in the country have been 
augmented, while he estimates that there 
are nearly a quarter of a million trained 
men serving in the Reichswehr, the Green 
Police, and other units, in addition to the 
reserve. In three of the semi-military 
organisations alone there are over half a 
million men, while bodies purporting to 
be simply gymnastic in character contain 
another three million. The report states 
further that the industrial organisation of 
the country still has the means and the 
material for the manufacture of artillerv. 
shells and gas, and that a complete High 
Command Staff has been set up by Genera! 
Seeckt. If these facts are correct, it is 
somewhat surprising that the Allied 
Mission of Control remains silent, for they 
are disturbing. 


Motor Shipe. 


A disconcerting feature of recent orders 
to Germany for motor-driven ships is the 
fact that that country is getting a footinc 
in an industry which promises to undergo 
a great development in the future. Much 
of the industrial activity of this country 
during the Victorian era was due to tile 
orders from all parts of the world for 
railway equipment. At one time the bulk 
of the locomotives and rolling stock of the 
Continental railways came from this 
country. British railway engines were 
first in the field, and orders came here 
with almost automatic regularity because 
of the early pre-eminence of British pro- 
ducts. The same state of affairs might 
have ensued with regard to motor ships 
but for the lower prices which Continental 
yards have been able to quote. Fortunately, 
the lesson of the lost contracts is being 
heeded. Masters and men in the ship- 
building industry are showing evidence of 
a sincere desire to get together, and this 
country can still point to the greatest 
motor liner afloat as a British production ; 
for the 23,000 ton Aorangi, now returning 
from a maiden voyage to New Zealand. 
is the most remarkable ship of this type 
yet built. 


The Scheidt. 


resentatives of the Governments of 
Belgium and the Netherlands have been in 
London during the past few days for the 
purpose of consulting the Foreign Offics 
regarding the Scheldt Treaty between those 
two countries. Under the Versailles 
Treaty it was arranged that a new agree- 
ment should be entered into to replace the 
Treaty of 1839. Germany was to recognis: 
whatever convention was decided upon, any 
the consent of Britain and France wa 
to be obtained before ratification. Th 
British Government is mainly concernd 
with the naval aspect oí the new treat, 
and desires that no restrictions shall e 
placed upon the freedom of merchait 
ships in the Scheldt, and that in war-tite 
it shall not be used as a base for vessis 
capable ef employment as mine-layersor 
armed merchantmen. All the four Goven- 
ments concerned are agreed upon the min 
provisions of the new agreement, and aly 
a few minor matters remain to be 
adjusted.

The Times. in a leading articile, says :—The 
trade union movement of this country needs 
at this moment to consider very seriously 
where it is goin litically—-where it is de- 
liberately being led.

If the leaders «f 
English trade unionism do not hesitate to 
sacrifice, or at least to endanger, their friend- 
ships and alliances with similar constitution- 
minded movements, in order that they 
inay cultivate the society of revolutionaries, 
then the inevitable conclusion must be drawn. 
M. Tomsky and half a dozen of his col- 
leagues of the All-Russian Trades Union Con- 
gress are here in London, having undertaken 
the long and arduous journey from Moscow 
ir order to discuss with representatives 
of the  Generai Conncil of our 
Trades Union Congress ‘‘ ways and means 
of removing the difficulties in the way of the 
affiliation of the Russian trade unions to the 
Amsterdam International Federation.”” The

DEVASTATED.

Whole districts are being devastated by 
grasshoppers and large areas are in danger 
of famine. Reports from Guatemala and San 
Salvador state that the grasshopper plague 
in both countries is assuming alarming pro- 
portions. At the other end of the grass- 
hopper wave, S80 miles north, the pests are 
reported to be eating bare vast stretches in 
the State of Chihuahua, Mexico, and are 
continuing their march towards the United 
States border, through Chihuahua, Coahuila 
and Neuvo Leon, over a front extending 800 
miles. Notwithstanding al! the efforts of 
Mexican National and State Governments, the 
grasshoppers have naw swept through 
virtually all the coast lands of Mexico within

BERLIN, Sunday. 

Berlin was surprised last night by the 
announcement that Field Marshal von 
Hindemburg had been selected as the 
candidate of the Right Parties for the 
Presidency of the German Republic at 
the second elections on April 26. This 
morning the statement was confirmed 
with the announcement that the selection 
was conditional oa the part of Field 
Marshal Hindenburg that the Bavarian 
People’s Party accepts the choice. 

Dr. Jarres has left Berlin for Munich 
to conduct negotiations with the leaders 
of the Bavarian Catholics, in the hope of 
winning their support for Field Marshal 
Hindenberg’s candidature, and much de- 
pends upon the success of there efforts. 
Two members of the Reichstag journeyed 
to Hanover yesterday and had a long 
conference with Hindenburg. They re- 
ported to the Loebell Committee—the 
name under which the elections commit- 
tee of the Right Coalition operates—of 
Hindenburg’s willingness to stand, sub- 
ject to the Bavarian Party's support. 


A SUDDEN DECISION. 

I understand that Herr Stresemann 
raised objections to Hindenburg’s candi- 
dature on the grounds of the impression 
it would make abroad, but he eventually 
withdrew his objections under pressure 
from the Nationalists. 

According to reports here, the decision 
to replace Dr. Jarres with the former 
German Commander-in-Chief was arrived 
at suddenly by the Loebell Committee 
after certain conferences with powerful 
influences. It has been generally stated 
that the Right Coalition will come out 
flatly in favour of the Monarchy should 
the official nominati..» of Hindenburg, 
following the agreement of the Bavarian 
People’s Party to support him, be made 
as expected. 

The Republican Coalition has officially 
decided upon Dr. Wilhelm Marx, former 
Chancellor and present leader of the 
Centre, or Catholic, Party, as their candi- 
date for the Presidency. 

This announcement is officially made 
aiter the last condition the Socialists 
have made for their support has been 
fulfilled by their candidate, Herr Braun, 
being elected Prime Minister of Prussia. 


THE SOCIALIST VIEW. 

A wide circle of opinion in Germany 
believes that Hindenburg will sweep the 
country. The Socialists feel; however, 
that the fear of resulting international 
complications will drive many moderates 
of the Right to vote for Dr. Marx 

The Bavarian People’s Party, which 
has been frantically pleading with the 
Right to choose a candidate for whom 
they could vote, holds the key of the 


situation now, and on the negotiation» 


by Dr. Jarres with the party depends 
the fate of the Hindenburg nomination. 

If Dr. Jarres cannot persuade the 
Bavarian Catholics and bring them into 
line with the Nationalist and People’s 
Parties, Dr. Jarres will be the candidate 
of the Right bloc, as its leaders do not, 
in that case, see any advantage in re 
placing him by the old war chief. 

Dr. Jarres is expected back from 
Munich on Tuesday morning, and will 
immediately report the result of his 
negotiations to the Loebell Committee. It 
is realised in the Right camp that the 
nomination of the Field Marshal will 
bring a strong protest by France, but 
they felt that a Left victory just at the 
time when they hold the situation in their 
hands would be enough of a disaster to 
chance reprisals from France. 


RESTORING KAISERISM. 


There is a strong impression among the 
Monarchists that the failure to evacuate 
Cologne or the occupation of further new 
slices of German territory would greatly 
strengthen their hands and bring the 
restoration of Kaiserism much nearer. 

Moreover, they cherish the hope that 
fear of disturbing the Dawes plan will 
keep the Allies from reprisals, or extend- 
ing the occupied territory. :
